Forty-two Footer Designed by Fife
¢t Chieago's Urnck, the Vencedor,
on Lake Eris Next Month — Nowel
Methods Adopted In HMer Construction.

The yacht Canada, n pletirs of which will bs
found below, was bullt to repressnt Canada In
the Interoational race for the forty-two footers,
to be suiled In August on Lake Erle. The chal-
lenge was Insued by the Lincoln Park Yascht
Club of Chicngo In behalf of the yacht Vence-
dor. It was addressed to the Toyal Canadian
Yacht Ciub, wnioh promptly mccopted the defl
and wet 1o work to procurs a bost that wounld be
thoroughly up to date,

For a time It was thought that the Zelma, &
very fast Fife boat, owned by Commndore
Lucas of the Royal Hamilton Yacht Club,
would be sufMolent to meet the Chicago craft,
but when It was found tliat the representative
American craft was designed by Thesdore
Poeckel, the Royal Cavadian Yacht Club de-
cided that anew craft Lad better be ordered,
Poeckel was for nine yearsohief superintendent
at tho Herreathoff shipyards, and ali the Amer-
lean world-beaters whilch were lssued durlug
ihat time passed through Lis hands.

It was seen, therofore, that his Chieago pro-
ductlon, the Vencedor, might be as good as any-
thing the Herreahofs could turn out, and the
Canadinns could not afford to take chances in
solecting meraft that was over two years old.
